Train Civilians 
“Personally I feel th a t a regular 
army, large enough to garrison our 
overseas territories, w ith activated 
units in the home land to train civil­ 
ian components, is the best solution. 
The plan should contem plate the 
m ilitary training of the vast m a­ 
jority of Americans.” 
Declaring “the plan for peace and 
for the w'orld requires attention, the 
form er com m ander of the 28th divi­ 
sion called for consideration of how- 
far the nation m eans to go on these 
issues: 
A world system which will substi- 
direct d e - jtute a legal body for force in set­ 
tlem ent of world problems: post­ 
war extension of American power in 
the globe; governm ent of the de­ 
feated nations, ^reduction of such 
trade barriers as tariffs and im 
port quotas and plans for interna­ 
tional air lines and air bases.
